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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-2, 14, 23, 26, and 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are indefinite in the use of the term "cashew nut shell liquid" in that the 
chemical structure has not been defined. Further, at least claim 2 defines that the 
cashew nut shell liquid comprises cardanol and cardol in that the term "comprises" is an 
open Markush term in that it opens to other fatty acid$than those claimed. 
Claims 6 and 21 are indefinite in the use of "a modified or unmodified melamine resin is 
selected from the group consisting of a melamine resin, a melamine formaldehyde 
resin, a melamine urea formaldehyde, and a urea-formaldehyde resin" or a "methylated 
formaldehyde resin" in claim 27 in that it does not determine which melamine resin is 
used to form the product of the claimed formula. In the case if the melamine resin is a 
urea-formaldehyde resin or methylated formaldehyde resin, then a melamine ring does 
not exists to form the claimed formula. 

Claims 2, 18, 23, 28, 29 and 30 contain the trademark/trade name cardanol and 
cardol. Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or 
describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 
USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade 
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name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A 
trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods 
themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade 
name is used to identify/describe the cashew nut shell liquid and, accordingly, the 
identification/description is indefinite. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chem Abstract 119: 161751 or 112: 181468 or 124: 205109 or 115: 25841 5 or 113: 
213128. 

The Office action is repeated as in the last office action. 

Applicant's arguments are based on the claimed cashew nut shell liquid alone in 
claim 1, or comprises cardanol and cardanol, as in at least claim 2. The use of the term 
"comprises" open to other fatty acids such as stearic, behenic acid, in 1 19: 161751; 
octadecadienoic acid in 1 12: 181468; soilbean oil fatty acid in 124: 205109: or 
hexanedioic acid in 115: 258415 or cardanol in 113: 213128.
